WHY? 


Mark 1:38, “And he said unto them, Let 
us go into the next towns, that I may preach 
there also: for therefore came I forth.” 


Matthew 28:19, “GO ye therefore, and 
TEACH all nations, BAPTIZING them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost.” 


These two verses clearly state the purpose of Christ’s 
earthly ministry, and His final commission to all fol- 
lowers.

Would this be applicable to us in our day? We, the 
Church of God, must develop or decay; go forward or 
fall; climb or crumble. We will meet the challenge. 


WHEN? 


Today is the tomorrow, that yesterday so many of 
us promised God and ourselves that we would do some- 
thing for Him. This need is so great, and the cause is 
so extremely urgent that we cannot delay. We must 
marshal our forces, and use our talents now! Too often 
we allow the thoughts of what we do not have hinder 
the wise use of what we actually possess. 

God through the ages has blessed men and accom- 
plished His purpose through those who were willing to 
use what they had. When Israel faced a crisis, it was 


- Moses and his rod that met the need. Samson with the 


jawbone of an ass, and Shamgar with an oxgoad were 
the men who brought success for God’s cause. God 
seems to take great delight in using small things to per- 
form big jobs. He takes pleasure in using a few to defeat 
many. 

Our young ministers and Bible students must be en- 
listed now. Think of the summer vacations and num- 
erous other times that these students could apply them- 
selves in our “New Church Each Working Day” program. 

The laity must begin to work now if our efforts are to 
be crowned with success. Victories are always more won- 
derful when we have engaged in the battle. If our 
wasted hours and misspent moments could be given to 
God, far greater could be our accomplishments. It is im- 
perative that all find something to do, if this great goal 
is realized. 

HOW? 

There are three vital steps for us to attain the goal. 

1. VISION 

John 4:35, “Behold, I say unto you, Lift 
up your eyes, and look on the fields; for 
they are white already to harvest.” 

It is essential that we have a vision of the need. Death 
never takes a ‘holiday, and the devil never takes a va- 
cation. Men are victims of sin, and the redemption story, 
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with church training, is the only adequate answer. 

We must have a vision of how the tremendous task 
will be done. Every worth-while project is the result of 
a vision. The house, for instance—and the church is 
God’s house—is the result of a vision. After the vision, 
plans are obtained; materials are collected; hours of la- 
bor are spent, and then the house is enjoyed. God is 
enlarging our vision. Materials are available, and if we 
apply ourselves, the results will be realized. 


2. VITALITY 


“Stir up the gift of God which is in thee” are the 
words that Paul wrote to Timothy. With this thought 
we must be stirred, because we are living in stirring 
times. 

Recently an automobile salesman, in one of the lead- 
ing showrooms of a large city, was asked, “Do you wait 
here for the customer to come and make his purchase?” 
This question seemed credible, since this city is known 
as the Automobile Capital of the World, and the show- 
room displayed the most popular lines of cars in the 
city. “No,” was the reply. “If I waited here for my cus- 
tomers to come, I would starve. My time is spent in ring- 
ing bells and knocking on doors outside, then I meet the 
prospect in here.” Although this showroom was located 
on a busy street, its front was blazing with neon lights, 
and its newspaper ads covered entire pages, he realized 
that personal contact is the greatest medium. 

Jesus preached to multitudes, but on numerous oc- 
casions His discourse was delivered to a single individ- 
ual. We must advance through visitation and personal 
contact. Many towns and communities will sponsor a 
new church if its homes are visited and the people are 
informed of our program. 


3. VICTORY 


God has archangels, cherubim, seraphim, and myriads 
of angelic beings, but for work in His Church, He uses 
human instrumentality. When He sends a revival into 
this sin-black world, it is through a man—His man. 


On the Day of Pentecost, Simon Peter was magni- 
ficently ‘mighty, for three thousand were saved. In Sa- 
maria, evangelist Philip moved the city with signs and 
wonders as he preached Christ. In Germany, Martin 
Luther, the Great Reformer, moved the great European 
continent. The people of the British Isles were stirred by 
John Wesley, George Whitefield, and their co-laborers. In 
the United States, let it be the Church of God, with un- 
wavering faith and sweeping victory. 

We must be willing to use the “Mother Church Plan.” 
This is a plan by which those who live a long distance 
from a church can help begin a church in their com- 
munity. Cooperation from the pastor and remaining 
members will expedite progress. In most instances 
churches begun by this method will grow faster and do 
more than those churches started in a locality where 
we are entirely unknown. A victorious church with vision 
and vitality will take great delight in extending itself. 

Our goal of “One New Church Each Working Day” is 
not merely a fanciful dream or wistful thinking. It can 
and must be a reality. We can pray daily, work con- 
tinually, and give liberally as we march forward. A light 
of glory is shining from yonder horizon, and “if God 
be for us, who can be against us?” Romans 8:31.

The Western Canada Ministers’ Meeting convened Sep- 
tember 6 at the Church of God in Medicine Hat, Alberta. 
The Reverend William Pratt, who has recently been ap- 
pointed to serve two more years as overseer of the Church 
of God in Western Canada, opened the business session. 
The overseer and the youth director, the Reverend Ernest 
Pennington, had a prepared agenda as a guide. For the 
first time in several years, we had the pleasure of having 
a general official present in our ministers’ meeting. 

The Reverend Earl P. Paulk, Assistant General Over- 
seer, at the suggestion of our provincial overseer, moder- 
ated the business session. Brother Paulk was able on 
various occasions to relate approaches to various problems 
of the past which proved to be a helpful guide to the 
problems of the present. His comments were impregnated 
with the spirit of “it can be done.” 

We were also favored to have with us the newly ap- 
pointed overseer of North and South Dakota, the Rever- 
end Paul Stallings. In his congenial way he told us that 
he had come to be our neighbor in the Northwest and 
urged close cooperation and fellowship.

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(An address of thanks and farewell to the Reverend 
T. D. Mooneyham, Missionary to Nigeria.) 


About five years ago I was a sorcerer for which I 
usually got up to $56.00. In short I was working for 
flesh and I usually thought that I lived a complete 
life. In 1952 people began to come to my house to pray 
for me to repent from my wicked ways and follow 
Christ, who is the only Saviour. One Thursday evening 
about three o’clock, people met in my house to continue 
to pray for me to leave worshipping my idols for they 
would not help me, and that I should not put my hope 
on the riches which I had got then. They made their 
readings from the following places in the Bible: Mat- 
thew 6:19, Matthew 19:24; Luke 18:25. After they had 
gone away from my house, I had a silent period to 
think over their preaching, and from then I knew that 
Christ is the One to help me and the idols I got would 
not save me from the hardships and the bitterness of 
hell. Having considered the above facts, I really was 
determined to burn the idols and follow the One to 
help me. That must have been good time for me to 
hate Satan. Without thinking back of the big sum of 
money I used in buying the idols, I gathered them up 
to be burned. 

I began to attend a certain church in my village 
which was called Church of God. There I heard more 
and more of Jesus Christ. I highly enjoyed God’s words, 
and the word “Jesus Christ is my Saviour” was always 
ringing in my heart. One day I decided that the idols 
should be burned, and they all were burned down by 
Brother Green who was the manager at that time. More 
than 100 people attended the burning service which 
was conducted by the manager and Pastor Umoh. All 
the idols burned cost me $210 and having been fully 
received to work for Christ, my interest and hope in 
God’s work grew rapidly and I began to serve Christ 
through prayer and supplication. 

Before two weeks time more than seven people burned 
their idols in my village, having taken example of how 
I burned things costing me up to $210. They all began 

( 2 work for Christ. More and more of the followers 
of Christ increased and they continued to serve God. 
There is nothing like idols in our village now. 

The manager kept on praying for me to stand firm 
in God’s ways. He also gave me some tracts for people 
to read. God really spoke through him and the others

who prayed for my repentance. It really revealed that 
God loved me and He wanted to save my soul. After 
Brother Green had gone home for leave, I thought that 
we would not get a missionary who would be so in- 
terested in God’s work. That thought made me sick- in 
mind, but that did not prevent me from working for 
God. 


God being so merciful and really wanting to save 
the souls of Africa sent you to us to lead us to Christ 
and to teach us about Christ and in fact you did as 
commanded. It did not take long after your arrival be- 
fore we could note you to be a true Christian who really 
wanted people of this country to follow Christ. That 
was revealed to us through your suffering in the cause 
of Christ. You served God by visiting every church to 
see that they stand firm in the work of Christ, by 
caring for sick people, by seeing that all Christians 
leave the habits of snuff and strong drinks, by teaching 
people to correct their ways and to pray, by keeping 
Bible class for the preachers to learn more of God’s 
ways and therefore passing the facts to us and many 
other useful ideas. 

I must first thank the heavenly Father who had 
planted such spirit within you so as to impart to others 
the true ways of following Christ. And we are now able 
to sing of Jesus’ sweet name. God has done many won- 
derful things for me by answering all my prayers and 
requests. He led me back to my son whom the mother 
had taken away from my house. He cut off my habit 
of traveling which had made me miss hearing of Jesus 
in the Church. Now I have a nice settlement in which 
to study the Bible and know more of Jesus. Now I can 
preach well. 

I always pray to God that He should take you home 
safely until the time He may wish you to come back 
to Africa to continue your missionary work in like man- 
ner. Please pray for me when you reach home and 
kindly give me the address where you would stay as I 
am hoping to write you. Your going away is a blow to 
us and I now pray to God that He should endow the 
present manager with like spirit so that God’s gracious 
name may be more glorious. Amen.

What Shall I Do 
With JESUS ?

ESUS WAS DELIVERED to be crucified because of 

envy. Matthew 27:18, “For he (Pilate) knew that for 

envy they had delivered him.” Jesus was never 
accepted among His own people. They thought that. when 
the Messiah came He would set up a kingdom and rule 
over them and would take them into battle and win 
great victories for them. They could not accept as their 
Messiah such a peaceable person as Jesus. When Jesus 
declared that He was the Messiah, the multitude became 
envious and accused Him of blasphemy and desired 
Him to be put to death. 

The question, “What shall I do with Jesus?” which 
Pilate asked the multitude was inevitable and evasive. 
It was inevitable because everyone, whether there to help 
crucify the Lord of glory or living in this twentieth cen- 
tury, must answer it. It was evasive because Pilate, by 
asking the question, wished to place the blame on some- 
one else. Yes, we all must answer this inescapable ques-

tion. In Isaiah 45:23 the Bible says, “I have sworn by 
myself, the word is gone out of my mouth in righteous- 
ness, and shall not return, That unto me every knee 
shall bow, every tongue shall swear.” Some day we will 
all stand before God. He will ask us what we have done 
about Jesus. How we answer will determine the destiny 
of our souls. 

I mentioned that this question was also an evasive 
one. I believe this is substantiated by the fact that, again 
and again, Pilate tried to rid himself of the responsi- 





bility of the decision and to place it upon someone else. 
He failed to do so and, time after time, Pilate found 
Jesus again standing before him. He was forced to take 
the responsibility of making the choice of His fate. Pilate 
committed His case to the Jewish Sanhedrin, but they 
stubbornly flung Jesus back upon him again. He had the 
happy thought of sending Jesus to Herod, because He 
was a Galilean. Herod mocked Jesus and sent Him back, 
under escort, to Pilate. This time, Pilate scourged Jesus 
in an effort to appease the anger of the people and to 
awaken the pity of His accusers, that in their softened 
mood he might release Him. He found that he had only 
stimulated their fury and desire for His death, for they 
cried the louder, “Crucify Him.” 

In a last effort to evade the question, Pilate resorted 
to an old Jewish custom. At the Feast of the Passover it 
was a custom to release a prisoner, who ever the 





people desired. Pilate had Barabbas, a notorious prisoner, 
brought out; he asked whom the people would have, 
Barabbas or Jesus. Many people of today are choosing 
Barabbas instead of Jesus, just as these violent people 
did on that notable day. By their choice, they crucify 
anew the Lord of glory. 


WE HEAR THE SCREAMS of the inultitude, 
“Crucify Him.” Yet there were a few who never were 
more certain of anything than they were of the inno- 
cence of Jesus. Let us listen briefly to a few words of 
testimony from the lips of some who were present dur- 
ing the week of His Passion and who believed Him in- 
nocent. 

First, let us consider the testimony of Pilate himself. 
Pilate was a Roman who had the full authority of a 
mighty empire at his strong arm. He sat in judgment 
upon our Lord Jesus; he heard the witnesses, examined 
the testimony and reached a verdict in John 18:38, “I 
find in him no fault at all.” 

Our second testimony comes from the wife of Pilate. 
Clearly, this woman had no interest in one way or an- 
other in Jesus’ fate; but, because she had been tortured 
in a dream by reason of her assurance that a crime was 
about to be committed and that justice was about to be 
violated, she sent. this message to her husband in Mat- 
thew 27:19, “Have thou nothing to do with that just 
man.” 

Another testimony is from Judas who delivered our 
blessed Lord. Who could have detected sin more readily 
than the one who betrayed the Son of God? For two 
and one-half years Judas had opportunity to serve Jesus. 
He walked with the Lord; he talked with Him; he heard 
the words of grace which flowed from His lips. Seeing 
Jesus perform miracles, sitting at the table by His sid )) 
observing Him at prayer and noting His close and inti- 
mate fellowship with the Father, this man finally point- 
ed the finger of accusation at himself. Because of his Y 
own misdeeds and in complete defence of the Saviour, €

the central figure in the Church or in the con- 

sciousness of the individual. He is the Executor 
of the will of others; namely, the Father and the Son. 
He is their Spirit; thus He is called the Spirit of God, 
the Spirit of the Father, the Spirit of the Son, and by 
various other titles indicative of His work. 

His purpose is to testify of them. The Lord marks this 
clearly in John 15:26: “But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the Father, .. . he 
shall testify of me.” The Holy Spirit convicts around 
the centrality of Jesus Christ (John 16:8-12). Men are 
convicted because they do not believe on Christ (verse 
9) and because Christ goes to the Father (verse 10). 
Further, the Holy Spirit does not speak of Himself, but 
what He has heard (John 16:13). 

This was the Holy Spirit’s pattern on the Day of Pente- 
cost, both by His direct ministry and by His indirect 
ministry. By His direct operation, He caused the hundred 
and twenty to speak in other tongues; but they did not 
exalt the marvel of tongues, defend the phenomenon, or 
give other explanation of the Spirit’s work. Instead of 
this, men of many different tongues heard them speak 
the “wonderful works of God” (Acts 2:11). In His mediate 
operation, He caused Peter to preach the sermon that 
is recorded in Acts 2. Notice its content. He spends a 
hort time defending the phenomenon of tongues, but 
he most of the sermon is centered around Jesus of 
Nazareth. The bulk of his sermon was that Christ died

for our sins; God raised Him from the dead; He has 
ascended to the right hand of God and has shed forth 
this; and God has made Him both Lord and Christ. This 
is “Pentecostal preaching”; this is the testimony of the 
Holy Spirit. 

In order to make all this real to us, God has made 
the Holy Spirit to be the Teacher, the Comforter, and 
the Author of worship. This is generally the relationship 
of the Spirit to the Christian; let us consider these func- 
tions in this order. 


I. The Holy Spirit is the Teacher of the Church. 


THE TEACHING of the Holy Spirit is ex- 
clusive to the Church, for He does not teach the world. 
Christ very pointedly says that the world cannot receive 
Him because it does not know Him (John 14:17). The 
world is in every point contrary to the Holy Spirit, and 
cannot receive Him or His teaching. The Apostle Paul 
develops this thought further in 1 Corinthians 2. 

The wisdom of this world is devised by the carnal minds 
of men, and cannot perceive spiritual things. The world’s 
wisdom could not see the Lord of glory; therefore, the 
princes of this world crucified Him (verse 8). The world’s 
wisdom depended on the seeing of the eye, the hearing of 
the ear, and the measure of a carnal heart. All these are 
the devices of the flesh, and they are not equipped to 
understand the “things which God hath prepared for 
them that love him” (verse 9). In these there is no ground 
for the teaching ministry of the Holy Spirit. 

The Spirit teaches believers by giving them the spiritual 
equipment to receive spiritual instructions. The Spirit is 
the proper one to teach us about God; for just as the 
spirit of man reveals the man, the Spirit of God searches 
the deep things of God and reveals God (verse 11). We 
receive the Spirit of God that He may teach us “the 
things that are freely given to us of God” (verse 12). 
He teaches us how to learn of God —“comparing spiritual] 
things with spiritual’—for we cannot learn spiritual truth 
by the spirit of the world or by carnal patterns (verse 
13). The Holy Spirit makes all this possible to the human 
mind by equipping it with the mind of Christ (verse 16). 
Not only does the Spirit teach us, but He provides us with 
that equipment essential to our learning—the mind of 
Christ. 

The Holy Spirit is the divine Teacher, and He teaches 
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by divinely perfect methods; His methods are the pattern 
for true education. He teaches a body of truth, and then 
He causes that truth to be experienced or lived. One of 
the evidences of Pentecost was the Church’s acceptance 
of this body of truth; “and they continued stedfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine .. .” (Acts 2:42). This ought 
to be characteristic of all Pentecostal professions. 


He is called the Spirit of truth (John 14:17), and this 
indicates both His character and work. It is His nature 
to know and reveal the mind and deep things of God, 
and by His own agreement with God’s nature, He is 
true. This character of the Holy Spirit dictates His work; 
He is to teach the truth. Christ told the disciples what 
that truth is. Primarily, He is concerned with teaching 
us about Christ; therefore, He will bring to remembrance 
the words of Christ (John 14:26). He reviews to us the 
commandments and promises of our Lord, and hides 
them in our hearts. 


As our Teacher, He will show us, step by step, things 
that we could not bear formerly. Christ desired to say 
many things to His disciples, but they could not receive 
them; He promised them that the Holy Spirit would 
lead them into all truth (John 16:12, 13). So it is with 
us; the Holy Spirit opens deeper insights into the truth 
as our spiritual perception increases. He will further teach 
us things to come, for the Church always stands in a 
deep need of the ministry of prophecy (John 16:13). The 
promise of the Son is that the Spirit will guide us into 
all truth. 

Thus far we have been concerned with spiritual truth. 
This is the primary body of teaching by the Holy Spirit, 
but the promise that He would guide us into all truth 
certainly means natural truth. Truth, whether it be spirit- 
ual or natural, corresponds to the mind of God and the 
character of the Holy Spirit, and is therefore befitting 
the work of the Holy Spirit in His teaching function. The 
Christian student then can expect the Holy Spirit to help 
him to learn the truth in biology, physics, chemistry, 
history, psychology, and the many other fields of learning. 
It is the work of the Holy Spirit to lead us in the 
discovery, learning, and application of these areas, espe- 
cially where they represent a correspondence with the 
mind of God. 

The Holy Spirit does not simply teach the mind that 
certain statements are true or that certain facts are to be 
accepted; He goes beyond this to teach the heart. When 
He teaches truth, He implants it in the inward part. 
He creates a love for it and an agreement with it in 
emotions and will. This principle of teaching mind and 
heart is illustrated when the Spirit teaches the “Beati- 
tudes.” When He teaches us the blessedness of these char- 
acteristics, He implants them in us. He thus imparts 
meekness, a deep hunger for righteousness, the grace of 
mercifulness, purity of heart, and the peacefulness of 
God. By His teaching, they are not laws of life, but experi- 
ences of the heart. It is likewise in the teaching of the 
fruit of the Spirit; when He teaches, He imparts and culti- 
vates love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness and temperance. By His teaching, the 
Word is taken off the printed page and the tables of stone, 
and engraved on the fleshly tables of the heart. 


The events of Scripture are likewise taught in mind 
and heart. Notice some examples. Those who have studied 
the death of Christ without the Spirit of Christ regard it 
with speculation, and only as a historical event. The 
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Holy Spirit teaches us that it is that; but when He 
teaches us about Christ’s Cross, it becomes our Cross and 
we enter into the fellowship of Christ’s sufferings. The 
Cross is lifted over 2000 years, and placed upon us by 
the understanding which the Holy Spirit brings. 

The consequent glory of the Cross is the Resurrection. 
When the Spirit teaches us of Christ’s resurrection, it 
becomes our own personal, living hope of immortality. 
He so teaches us that this hope in Christ quickens us 
to holiness. 

Even when the Holy Spirit teaches us about the saints 
of the Scriptures, He enables us to relive their experi- 
ences, to give them spiritual meaning for our problems, 
and to enter into a fellowship with them in the common 
problems and victories of the body of Christ. 


II. The Holy Spirit is the Comforter of the Church. 


WHEN CHRIST WAS preparing to depart, He 
said to the disciples, “I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you forever” (John 14:16). When He says “another,” 
He indicates one who is to come in Christ’s stead and 
to fulfill Christ’s place. 

In His bodily character Christ is limited to one place 
at a time. It is true that divinely He is omnipresent, 
and was during His earthly advent; but men cannot 
receive that. His ministry was by that localized, often 
being centered in the Twelve. What Christ had been 
to the Twelve and to the small group of disciples the 
Holy Spirit was to become to the universal Church. 
Christ had helped the disciples in their weakness and 
infirmity. He helped them with their problems of sin, 
finances, and physical infirmity; but they depended upon 
His bodily presence. Notice that Mary and Martha did 
not know the comfort of Christ’s power over sickness 
and death until He showed Himself visibly. Christ was the

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advocate for intercession and intervention. He reminded 
Peter that He had prayed for him that his faith should 
not fail in the sifting of Satan (Luke 22:31, 32). He made 
intercession for the whole group of believers in John 17. 
Christ was their Advisor and Guide; He instructed them 
in righteousness. He interpreted the Law for them, and 
gave specific advice and wisdom in matters of life. Christ 
was their Friend to come along beside them in their 
distress of problem. He exhorted them to righteousness 
and holiness and consoled them in their grief. All these 
functions are included in the work of the “Paraclete” 
or Comforter. 


When Christ said that He would send another Com- 
forter, He said that this One will perform all these 
things that I have done among you. As Christ did these 
for the small group in Palestine, the Holy Spirit in the 
same measure performs them in the whole body of 
Christ in every corner of the world. Whereas, Christ’s 
body of flesh could be in only one place, the Holy Spirit 
embraces the entirety of the Church the world over and 
does all that Christ could do by His bodily presence as 
the Comforter. He makes Christ’s presence real to all the 
Church. 

The Holy Spirit comforts us in many ways; some of 
these occur to us immediately. He comforts us by 
being the Spirit of Life in Christ Jesus. As the Spirit of 
life in Christ, He frees us from condemnation and bond- 
age. “There is therefore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, ... for the law of the Spirit 
of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free from the law 
of sin and death” (Romans 8:la, 2). There is no longer 
the turmoil of condemnation, the consciousness of wrath 
and death,; but the Spirit gives us the comfort of the 
forgiveness of sins and the life of Christ in us. 

The Holy Spirit comforts us by freeing us to walk in 
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the Spirit. This walking in the Spirit is in perfect harmony 
with the Law, but it does not come from bondage to the 
Law. It even goes beyond the mere requirements of 
legalism to the more excellent qualities of grace. The 
righteousness described in the Law is fulfilled by the pres- 
ence and government of the Author of the Law. In this 
walking in the Spirit He gives us life and peace. The 
mind that is governed by the Spirit to think on things 
true, honest, just, pure, lovely, of good report, and vir- 
tuous cannot but issue into life and peace. 


The Holy Spirit comforts by His being the Spirit of 
adoption. As the Spirit of adoption He brings to us the 
knowledge that we are the children of God. He assures 
us of this by various methods; one of the most positive 
ways is by His leadership. “For as many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, they are the sons of God” (Romans 
8:14). This is more stable than a mere emotional assur- 
ance of sonship; regardless of emotions, if there is an 
element of the Spirit’s leadership, we know that we are 
the children of God. In this the Spirit further comforts 
us by releasing us from fear into the freedom of a 
father-child relationship. “For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have received 
the Spirit of adoption whereby we cry, Abba, Father” 
Romans 8:15). It is a comfort of the Spirit of adoption 
that we are moved to call God Abba, Father. He enables 
us and moves us to call God by the same intimate name 
that His only begotten Son used of Him in the Garden of 
Gethsemane. 


The Spirit gives further evidence of our being the chil- 
dren of God by the affinity He creates between our spirit 
and Himself. Those who are born and adopted of God 
bear a kinship with the Spirit of God; by this, “the Spirit 
itself beareth witness with our spirit, that we are the 
children of God” (Romans 8:16). At the same time the 
Holy Spirit teaches us that we are children, then we are 
heirs of God. When the Apostle says that we are “heirs 
of God and joint-heirs with Christ,” He says that all of 
that vast kingdom and reward which Christ earned by 
His obedience God will share with us because we are 
His children and Christ is our elder Brother. The Spirit 
teaches us this and He uses our sufferings to guarantee 
it to us: “if so be that we suffer with him, that we may 
be also glorified together” (Romans 8:17). 


The Spirit of adoption further comforts the children 
of God in their chastisement. While no chastisement 
seems pleasant for the moment, yet its presence and 
work are a distinct comfort to the believer. The Spirit 
interprets these corrections toward two ends. The first 
is to show that they are provoked of the love of God, 
and they are a sign that we are true children and not 
imposters. The Holy Spirit makes the love of God shine 
as the brightest element in all the chastening of the 
Lord. The second end which the Spirit works from our 
chastisement is the peaceable fruit of righteousness. Out 
of this correction comes forth straightness; out of this 
pruning comes forth holiness, and these by the Spirit 
of adoption who assures us that these are fatherly acts 
from our heavenly Father. 


THE HOLY SPIRIT comforts us by His being 
the “earnest” of the purchased possession. This term 
“earnest” of the Spirit is also a legal concept. The Spirit 
is further described here as the “earnest of our inherit- 
ance until the redemption of the purchased possession, 
unto the praise of his glory.” This alludes to an old 
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English legal practice. When an individual made pro- 
vision to buy a parcel of ground, he took a spade of earth 
out of the parcel back to his home. That was a sample 
of all that he had purchased, and it was in part his 
sign of ownership. God has given us the Holy Spirit as 
the earnest of all that the kingdom promises, as it were 
a “spadeful of heaven” in the Person of the Comforter. 
By His presence, He is a sample of all that the full in- 
heritance holds for us, and He is the sign that God will 
bring the full purchased possession. He is a foretaste of 
the glory and the kingdom to come. 


Another thought is added to this in 2 Corinthians 
5:5. This earnest shows us the end of God’s seal—im- 
mortality. After the Apostle Paul speaks of this mortal 
flesh as being but a cloak and a tabernacle, both of 
which are temporary, he then speaks of being clothed 
upon with immortality. God wrought us for this very 
purpose; it is His aim for us in His redemptive program, 
and He assures us of this by the Holy Spirit. “Now he 
that hath wrought us for the selfsame thing is God, who 
also hath given unto us the earnest of the Spirit” (2 
Corinthians 5:5). 

One of the singular comforts of the Holy Spirit is 
His intercession; only those who know it can fully ap- 
preciate it. To them an exposition of it is glorious, but 
futile; to those who have not experienced it, an explana- 
tion is almost incomprehensible. In Romans 8:26, 27, 
we are taught a number of things about the intercession 
of the Spirit. When we do not know how to pray, the 
Spirit makes intercession for us aright. Many times we do 
not know the mind of God in all respects; we do not know 
all the circumstances about which we pray, and at times 
do not even know our own hearts. In view of all this we 
do not know how to pray, but the Holy Spirit does 
know them. He knows all circumstances; He searches 
our hearts, and the deep things of God, and He makes 
intercession for us in perfect harmony of these to each 
other. 

When we do not know how to pray, He makes inter- 
cession for us with “groanings which cannot be uttered.” 
When we cannot know all things concerned, He makes 
intercession for us “according to the will of God.” This 
thought is paralleled by Paul in 1 Corinthians 14:15. 
“What is it then? I will pray with the spirit, and I will 
pray with the understanding also: I will sing with 
the spirit, and I will sing with the understanding also.” 
Sometimes our own tongues are too mundane and inade- 
quate to pray and to praise God properly; then, the Spirit 
comforts with a prayer and praise which no man under- 
stands, but He speaks to God. 

III. The Holy Spirit is the Author of the Church’s Wor- 
ship. 


‘THE SUPREME AND CENTRAL ACT of wor- 
ship of all time and eternity is Calvary. Here Christ, 
our High Priest, offers up Himself as sacrifice by the 
eternal Spirit (Hebrews 9:14). Here Christ by the Spirit 
worships God, and this act of worship is the foundation 
and security of the Church; it is further the validation 
of the interpretation of every true act of worship that 
either preceded or followed it. The supreme act of wor- 
ship in the Church was by the Holy Spirit, and all acts 
that follow it are by the same Spirit. 

The basic act of worship on the part of the children 
of God is to acknowledge Jesus as Lord and as the Son 
of God. It is upon this affirmation that Christ promised 
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to build His Church. This is no mere human discovery, 
for Christ would not build His Church on rationalism, 
and it is impossible for men by wisdom to find out God 
(1 Corinthians 1:21). This affirmation was by the reve- 
lation of God. “And Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Blessed art thou, Simon Barjona: for flesh and blood 
hath not revealed it unto thee, but my Father which 
is in heaven” (Matthew 16:17). 

Just as the revelation is by the Spirit, the Church’s 
confession of Christ’s Lordship is by the Holy Spirit. The 
Church has its existence in the confession that Jesus 
is Lord; this is the theme of her worship, and she is 
able to make this confession only by the moving of 
God’s Spirit. “No man can say that Jesus is Lord but by 
the Holy Ghost” (1 Corinthians 12:3). 

The haughtiness and self-sufficiency of man forbids 
his acknowledging the Lordship of any save himself, until 
he is drawn out of the world into the fellowship of the 
Church, where the Holy Spirit moves upon men to call 
Christ Lord. This confession of Lordship is a profession 
of bond servitude on the part of the Church and each 
individual in it; it is beyond the will of man to do this, 
but the Holy Spirit can so move upon men to humble 
themselves and cry out with worshipful obedience, “Bless- 
ed Lord.” 


In this light we understand that God in His trinitarian 
perfection is the Source, Channel and Object of worship. 
God acts toward man by the Holy Spirit in His saving 
self-revelation; this revelation comes to men by the Holy 
Spirit, and until this point man is hopelessly dead and 
wrapped in “grave clothes.” By the Spirit man is regener- 
ated and freed from sin, and He then moves the regener- 
ated soul to worship God. By the Spirit of God, the re- 


.deemed soul responds to the words and acts of the Re- 


deemer and Justifier. This is the divine centrality of 
worship which gives it its purity, its sublimity and re- 
demptive meaning. This in turn constitutes the body of 
believers to be the Church of the living God. 


THE MOVING OF THE HOLY SPIRIT is as- 
sociated in Scripture with the individual acts of worship. 
At this point we should note that since the Holy Spirit 
is the Author of worship and the Author of the Scriptures, 
He has instructed the Church (by the Scriptures) on 
all the legitimate modes of worship. Just as the Church 
cannot devise its own method of salvation it cannot 
devise its own modes of response to that saving act. The 
Scriptures are the only infallible guide for worship. This 
principle excludes every human element in originating 
worship, whether it be the wild ecstasy of fanaticism as 
in the fleshly displays of “snake handling” or the cold 
ritualism as in the equally fleshly displays of extra- 
biblical liturgy. It is for this reason that the Scriptures 
prescribe certain elements of worship, and those that 
are not there prescribed have no place in the Church and 
have no claim upon the Holy Spirit’s blessings. 

The connection of the Holy Spirit to worship is brought 
out in Ephesians 5:18-21. The Church is urged to be filled 
with the Spirit, then (as if this were an evidence of it) 
to speak to themselves in “psalms and hymns and spirit- 


ual songs, singing and making melody in your heart ‘® 


the Lord.” The Holy Spirit gives this melody in the hear 
by the quality of true worship. He covers every method 
of song from the sublime praise and adoration of the 
psalm and hymn to the very personal testimony of the 
spiritual song. The singing of these alone is not worship; 
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the Spirit’s blessings transform them to worship; conse- 
quently, the singing of these without regard to the Spirit 
is positively sinful. 

A further moving of the Spirit in this connection is 
in thanksgiving. This element ought always to be present 
among those who profess the Spirit’s presence. He causes 
us to give thanks for all things; He blesses this act 
with the beauty of the offering of a sweet smelling savour 
(Hebrews 13:15, 16). 

The Apostle Paul carries this thought a bit more 
deeply in Colossians 3:16: “Let the word of Christ dwell 
in you richly in all wisdom; teaching and admonishing 
one another in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, 
singing with grace in your hearts to the Lord.” The 
word of Christ is made central to these acts of worship 
and is made a qualifying factor in their validity of 
worship. Its government of worship causes worship to 
be both a teaching and an admonishing experience. 

The primary method of worship is with the under- 
standing; the Spirit so wills it and so blesses it. There 
is a spiritual prayer and praise with the understanding. 
It involves continual prayer, supplication and interces- 
sion: “Praying always with all prayer and supplication 
in the Spirit, and watching there unto with all persever- 
ance and supplication for all saints” (Ephesians 6:18). 
There comes a time, however, when the burden of prayer, 
the thoughts of the heart, the depth of God’s will and 
wisdom, and the sublimity of God’s presence become too 
weighty for this frail tongue; then, the Holy Spirit moves 
with groanings which cannot be uttered. “I will pray 
with the Spirit, and I will pray with the understanding 
also: I will sing with the Spirit, and I will sing with the 
understanding also” (1 Corinthians 14:15).

he cried out in Matthew 27:4, “I have sinned in that I 
have betrayed the innocent blood.” 

For our next testimony, let us go to the thief on the 
cross who was crucified alongside our Lord. This wretch- 
ed malefactor, who was evidently guilty and whose own 
lips had born testimony of his guilt, spent his dying hours 
in the presence of the Son of God. In reply to the 
taunts of his partner in crime, who was crucified on the 
opposite side of Jesus, he exclaimed in Luke 23:41, “This 
man has done nothing amiss.” 

In our final testimony, let us accept the words of the 
commander of the Roman Guard. This centurion had 
often witnessed the execution of criminals as a part of 
his unpleasant task. He had watched men die. At Cal- 
vary, he beheld the dying agonies of three men. Only of 
one could he say, as he glorified God in Luke 23:47, “Cer- 
tainly this was a righteous man.” 

The question which Pilate asked the multitude is not 
only inevitable and evasive, but it is also alternative. 
We may accept Him or reject Him; we may love Him 
or hate Him; we may follow Him, or we may shun Him; 
e will either crown Him or crucify Him. Truly, we are 
ither for Him or against Him. How we accept Him today 
will determine how He will accept us tomorrow when we 


stand before Him at the sound of the great trumpet. He 
is before us now, and He is on our hands. On that day, 
we will be before Him. 

Today Christ stands before us pleading for us to make 
a decision. You and I stand in Pilate’s place facing this 
inevitable Christ, this inevitable alternative, this inevi- 
table decision. Yet there is one vast difference between 
our case and that of Pilate. We see Jesus as Pilate’s 
eyes never beheld Him. He saw the simple Jewish En- 
thusiast, the Man of strange and bewildering speech, of 
such elevation of spirit that neither the soldier’s scourg- 
ing nor the mockery of the crown of thorns could rob 
Him of His calm manner. We see Christ who was cruci- 
fied and rose again from the dead, the Master of the 
noblest spirits of all times, with many crowns on His head 
The alternative before you is clearer and easier than it 
was to Pilate. One of two things, you are doing. You are 
giving Him either a cross or a throne. What will you do 
with Jesus?
